School audit report lor 
district gets good 
marks

Ms. Denise Keene presented a review of 
Pendleton County Schools’ 2012-2013 Audit 
Report to the superintendent and the board 
members. Keene said that no major mistakes 
were found. She said that the school system 
had made significant progress in the last two 
years. 

In general other comments from Keene 
was pleased with how effective the structure 
of the district finances were. 

She commented on how pleased she was to 
come in, ask for information and get it in a 
reasonable time. She complimented Jan John¬ 
ston and her staff for doing a great job. 

The district finances received an unmodi¬ 
fied opinion, which is the best opinion that can 
be given on this type of audit. 

She also referenced that the board did a 
good job of refinancing the bonds on the 
building project which will save the district 
about $1.3 million over the length of the pres¬ 
ent bond terms There is an approximate bal¬ 
ance of $1.5 million which is more than the

has developed a program aimed 
at assisting Kentucky schools on 
how to respond effectively dur¬ 
ing an active shooter incident. 
This program is designed to pro¬ 
vide four levels of assistance to 
aid school officials in establish¬ 
ing or complimenting their cur¬ 
rent emergency management 
response plans. These levels 
include, on-site visits, target 
hardening, lock down drills and 
hands-on role-playing scenarios 
that simulate an active shooter 
incident within a school setting. 

Rodney Brewer, commis¬ 
sioner for KSP, created a Safe 
Schools Committee shortly after 
the Sandy Hook School shoot¬ 
ing in December of 2012. 

“I don’t think anyone will 
forget December 14, 2012 when 
twenty innocent children, under 
the age of seven, were killed in 
the Sandy Hook Elementary 
School shooting,” says Brewer. 
“This tragic incident, accompa¬ 
nied by several others, has cre¬ 
ated a national conversation 
about the importance of safety 
in our schools.” 

“We must help equip our 
school personnel with the addi¬ 
tional tools, resources, and 
training needed to handle an 
active shooter incident. This 
training must include how to 
detect early warning signs that 
could possibly stop an incident 
before it becomes active,” adds 
Brewer. 

The KSP ASTP is offered at 
no charge to schools and the 
level of training is at the discre¬ 
tion of school officials. A pilot 
program began this summer as 
KSP provided the training

Keene stated that because of 
unfunded state mandates and rising 
cost overall a tax increase would 
probably be required in the future.

Other business conducted by the 
Pendleton County Board of Educa¬ 
tion in the October 31, 2013 meet¬ 
ing: 

Jim Akers from the Kentucky 
Center for School Safety told the 
Board that the Center stood in 
opposition to arming school system 
educators. Mr. Akers said that there 
were over 200,000 schools in the 
nation and by comparison shootings 
in these schools overall amounted to 
only a fraction of a percent. He said 
tornadoes and allergic reactions pose 
more of a threat to students. The 
School Safety Center, he said, 
favored lockdowns in response to a 
school shooter. Pendleton County 
Sheriff Craig Peoples agreed that it 
was bad decision to arm teachers and 
principals. Peoples said that it was 
necessary to undergo months of 
training in order to reach the level 
required to safely and effectively use

firearms for protection and security 
purposes. Mr. Akers said that it was 
important for teachers to encourage 
students to break the code of silence 
and to provide any information they 
might have regarding possible future 
school shootings. Akers also said it 
was a good idea to have city, county 
and state police visit the schools on a 
regular basis. 

Board member Shawn Nord- 
heim asked about the use of EpiPens 
in the schools as an antidote for 
allergic reactions. Executive Director 
of Pupil Personnel and Student Ser¬ 
vices Joe Buerkley said it was his 
understanding that the health 
department would not allow its 
nurses to use an EpiPen unless it had 
been prescribed for a specific stu¬ 
dent’s allergy. Mrs. Nordheim was of 
the opinion that EpiPens should be 
made available to counteract any 
allergic reaction of any student. Act¬ 
ing Board Chairman Dr. William 
Verax said that he agreed regarding 
the importance of the EpiPens. He 
said that the issue would be placed 
on the School Board’s agenda for a 
more in depth discussion at a later 
date. Jim Akers also agreed that aller¬ 
gic reactions were a major school 
safety concern.

Investigations (DESI) Branch, Com¬ 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement Division, 
along with assistance from local law 
enforcement, ATF, DEA and U.S. 
Marshalls Service began arresting indi¬ 
viduals before daybreak. Dry Ridge 
Post 6 had 34 arrests out of that 479 
total, from ongoing investigations 
from detectives with the Kentucky 
State Police and other local agencies 
from Harrison, Nicholas, Bourbon 
counties and three of those fled from 
Harrison County and were arrested in 
Pendleton County. Involved in the 
arrest were the Kentucky State Police 
Dry Ridge Post 6, K.S.P. D.E.S.I. 
(drug enforcement section), Harrison 
County Sheriff's Office, Paris Police 
Department, Bourbon County Sher¬ 
iff's Office, Carlisle Police Department 
and the Nicholas County Sheriff's 
Office. More arrest are expected in the 
coming days. Below are the suspects 
that were arrested November 1, 2013. 

KSP reports that 479 targets were 
arrested resulting in 774 charges. KSP 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer said the 
operation is a direct result of law abid¬ 
ing citizens providing tips via phone 
calls, messages, letters and information 
to the anonymous tip lines. He refer¬ 
enced to an anonymous letter, a plea 
for help, from a mother whose son 
became a drug addict She provided 
pertinent information that led to the 
arrest of the drug dealer selling to her 
son. 

"Today, I can say to all of you who 
have made this same plea - we hear 
you. We have not forgotten about you 
and more importantly, we are locating 
these individuals and making these 
much needed arrests," says Brewer. 

Brewer indicated that many of the 
arrests are what KSP terms as "low- 
level" offenders. These are usually 
people who buying drugs and general¬ 
ly cause disruption within the com¬ 
munities where they live. 

"Citizens are tired of perpetual 
offenders who are disrupting neigh-

borhoods and participating in other 
criminal mischief," adds Brewer. 
"While many of the arrests today are 
low level targets, it is very probably 
that we will obtain information from 
them that will lead to arrests of more 
significant dealers and drug opera¬ 
tions." 

Brewer stated that most of the 
charges during "Operation Black Fri¬ 
day" were drug-related including pre¬ 
scription drugs, marijuana, heroin, 
and methamphetamine. 

Brewer encouraged citizens to be 
vigilant in reporting drug activity and 
suspicious behavior in their local com¬ 
munities. 

"We provide multiple avenues for 
people to anonymously report infor¬ 
mation, including a toll free tip-line 
l-(800) DOPE TIP and the "Text-A- 
Tip" program," says Brewer. "We have 
received 842 tips through the tip-line 
and 302 tips from the "Text-A-Tip" 
program. This is a great example of 
successful community policing, where 
law enforcement partners with local 
citizens to remove criminals from their 
communities." 

Those arrested in Harrison Coun¬ 
ty were: April Asher, (3) counts of 
trafficking in controlled substance, 1st 
degree; Micheal Mattox, (4) counts of 
trafficking in controlled substance, 1st 
degree and persistent felon offender;

“I don’t think I’ve ever eaten 
tobacco,” I said. 

“Hopefully you haven’t,” Gran¬ 
ny answered. “Tobacco isn’t a food; 
it’s a plant that is used to make 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, chewing 
tobacco and pipe tobacco.” 

“Our parents say that smoking 
is a terrible addiction and that we 
should always stay away from it,” 
Chloe said. 

“And they’re correct,” Granny 
replied, “but raising tobacco isn’t 
just about smoking. It’s a major 
Kentucky cash crop. Kentucky 
farmers have grown tobacco for 
more than 200 years. Our state 
produces hundreds of millions of 
pounds of tobacco each year, sec¬ 
ond only to North Carolina. There 
are three types of tobacco grown in 
Kentucky: dark fire-cured, dark 
air-cured and hurley. Western 
Kentucky is known for dark fire- 
and dark air-cured tobacco, while 
hurley tobacco is grown in 110 of 
120 counties. Lexington is the 
world’s largest hurley market. Each 
year, Kentucky produces 262.5 
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million pounds of hurley tobacco. 
In all, Kentucky brings in about 
$300 million from tobacco.” 

“You’re smart, Granny,” I told 

her. 

“My daddy grew tobacco,” 
Granny said. “He worked day and 
night and used the money to sup¬ 
port our entire family and pay our 
bills. My brother’s a tobacco farm¬ 
er too. It paid for his children to go 
to college.” 

“That’s great,” Chloe said, “but 
if tobacco is bad for people, why 
do farmers grow it?” 

“Supply and demand,” Pa said, 
then began to explain. “Let’s say 
that you doggies love animal crack- 
ers. 

“We do! We do!” we exclaimed. 

“Let’s say the store only has 10 
boxes of animal crackers but 30 
people go to the store to buy them. 
What do you think the store is 
going to do?” 

“They better get more,” I 
responded. 

“The store tried, but the people 
who make animal crackers don’t 
have more made,” Pa said. 

“Well, they better make some 
more animal crackers or they will 
lose money,” my smart sister 
replied. 

“That’s supply and demand,” 
Pa said. “There is a demand for 
animal crackers, so the company 
needs to supply them to meet that 
demand.” 

I was thinking how Pa’s exam¬ 
ple made perfect sense when he 
said, “Let’s go one step further. 
Let’s pretend you love animal 
crackers so much that you eat way 
too many of them. You eat them 
for breakfast, dinner, supper and 
all the snacks in between. You get a 
terrible bellyache, have to see the 
doctor and have to stay in bed for 
a week. Should the company quit 
making animal crackers because 
you got sick?”

“No,” Chloe quickly respond¬ 
ed. “Not everyone who ate them 
got sick.” 

“Yeah,” I chimed in. “Besides, 
some people don’t care if others got 
sick. They’ll eat them anyway.” 

“Exactly,” Pa said. “It’s a fact 
that tobacco is harmful, but not 
everyone will get sick, and some 
don’t care. Their demand is tobac¬ 
co, and due to the type of soil and 
land, Kentucky farmers can supply 
it, so they do. And it isn’t easy 
work. It takes about 150 to 200 
hours of labor for each acre of 
tobacco. Some farmers may plant 
100 acres, so you can imagine how 
much time it takes. Add in how 
much time they spend worrying 
about the weather and their crop, 
and tobacco farming is very time- 
consuming. Sadly, farmers can 
work their fingers to the bone and 
lose the entire crop to bad weather 
or disease. Or, they might take it to 
the market and get a very low 
price. And that might be their only 
income for the entire year.” 

“Unbelievable,” I said. And 
while I still knew smoking was 
harmful and I would be staying 
away from it at all cost, I had a new 
appreciation for our tobacco farm¬ 
ers. 

“Uh, Pa,” I said, “remember 
what you said about animal crack¬ 
ers?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

“That was just an example, 
right? They aren’t really going to 
quit making animal crackers, are 
they?” 

Granny and Pa laughed before 
Pa reassured me that it was only an 
example and that as long as pup¬ 
pies like us kept eating them, the 
company would supply them.

The Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats JV football team pulled off a 
magnificent finish at Veterans Field 
on Monday, October 29 to snatch 
a 28-26 victory from Holy Cross.

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Getting the most out of a 
new energy efficient heating 
or cooling unit 


It’s a common misconception 
that purchasing a new home 
heating or cooling unit will auto¬ 
matically lower your energy bills. 
However, this answer is not 
always so simple. 

Purchasing a new energy effi¬ 
cient heating or cooling unit 
should lower your energy bills. 
However, you may want to ask 
yourself if your home is prepared 
to fully realize the potential cost 
savings of a new energy efficient 
unit. 

Air conditioning and heating 
units are a part of your heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning 
(HVAC) system. An HVAC unit 
is a small system working within 
the larger system of your home. 
The full potential energy and cost 
savings of a new, energy efficient 
heating or cooling unit is only 
possible when the HVAC system 
is working with the home’s sys¬ 
tem. 

To make sure these systems 
are working together, purchase 
the correct size central air or heat¬ 
ing unit for your home’s square 
footage. Heating units that are 
too large for homes will not cycle 
properly and that will result in 
wasted energy. These units may 
also have a shorter life. Oversized 
air conditioners are susceptible to 
short cycling, inadequate dehu- 
midification and large tempera¬ 
ture variations within a home. 

Heating units that are too 
small will not provide enough 
heat to be comfortable during 
very cold weather, and air condi¬ 


tioners that are too small may not 
be able to adequately cool and 
dehumidify your home during 
warmer months. 

Central air and heating is 
delivered via a duct system. The 
duct system needs to be properly 
sized, installed, sealed and insu¬ 
lated. If it’s not, it will affect the 
amount of energy required to 
heat or cool your home. Properly 
sealed duct work ensures that 
conditioned air is not lost during 
delivery. Duct work located out¬ 
side of the home’s thermal bound¬ 
ary, or insulated boundary, should 
be insulated. Insulating the duct 
work ensures that the condi¬ 
tioned air is not lost through 
conduction to unconditioned 
spaces. 

Your home’s thermal bound¬ 
ary plays an important role in the 
effectiveness of your home’s 
HVAC equipment. Air leaks 
within the thermal boundary will 
cause the loss of conditioned air 
and will cost you the full energy 
savings potential of the new unit. 
Sealing these leaks will correct the 
problem. 

Remember when sealing your 
home’s thermal boundary, that it 
can affect a home’s ventilation 
system. Make sure you have ade¬ 
quate ventilation to have proper 
indoor air quality.

American Recycles Day 


In 4-H, youth can learn to 
appreciate and become better 
stewards of their environment 
through various projects that 
explore the beauty and importance 
of our natural world. One of the 
great ways that you can help 
improve the environment, regard¬ 
less of your age, is to recycle and 
reuse items you would normally 
discard. Nov. 15 is America Recy¬ 
cles Day and is a great opportunity 
to introduce young people to these 
important concepts. 

Food waste, including uneaten 
food and food scraps, was the sin¬ 
gle largest component of munici¬ 
pal solid waste in landfills in 2010. 
Food waste makes an even bigger 
environmental impact when you 
consider the soil, nutrients, water 
and energy required to produce, 
process and transport that dis¬ 
carded food. This waste is not only 
hard on the environment but also 
on our wallets. 

Help your 4-H’er understand 
the impact of food waste and 
encourage them to play an active 
role on reducing your family’s food 
waste. Set aside a time when fam¬ 
ily members can plan out their 
meals for the week. This can help 
you better develop a shopping list 
and allow family members to 
become more active participants in 
meal planning. Before going to the 
grocery store, shop your pantry 
and use up items you already have 
first. Once at the store, purchase 
only the items you need. Save left¬ 
overs for lunch the next day or 
start a leftover night when your 
family can eat food leftover from 
the week. 



Build a compost bin with your 
4-H’er to make better use of food 
scraps. Many food scraps includ¬ 
ing fruit, vegetables, coffee 
grounds, tea bags and egg shells 
can be composted. Composting 
not only reduces the amount of 
wastes dumped into landfills, but 
it lessens the amount of chemical 
fertilizers needed in home gardens 
as it provides nutrients to the soil. 
It improves soil drainage and helps 
hold soil together. 

Compost bins are fairly inex¬ 
pensive and simple to build, and 
you can make them from materials 
including chicken wire, wooden 
boards or wood pallets. A metal 
garbage can with a lid or a 55-gal¬ 
lon barrel also make great com¬ 
posting bins, but be sure they were 
not previously used for toxic mate¬ 
rials.

Benefits of winter a pasture 


Providing good winter pasture 
benefits your horses by giving 
them a superior source of nutri¬ 
ents. It also can save you money 
on the winter feed bill by extend¬ 
ing the grazing season. 

Horses on pasture get exercise, 
are exposed to sunshine and gen¬ 
erally are healthier than those 
kept in stalls. 

A non-tali fescue winter pas¬ 
ture also eliminates a pregnant 
mare’s exposure to endophyte- 
infected fescue. You need to 
remove these mares from endo¬ 
phyte-infected fescue pastures at 
300 days of pregnancy and keep 
them off until they are at least 40 
days in-foal. 

Now is the time to start mak¬ 
ing plans for your winter pas¬ 
tures. Depending on your situa¬ 
tion, consider planting annual 


ryegrass, oats, wheat, rye and 
triticale for winter grazing. If 
these are seeded on land that tra¬ 
ditionally is not used for pasture, 
you need to ensure an adequate 
fence to contain the horses and 
have a suitable water supply avail¬ 
able that will not freeze during 
the cold winter days. 

You will need to properly 
manage winter pastures. Consider 
keeping horses off wet pastures. 
Do not let horses graze pastures 
too early. Grasses should be 8 
inches tall before grazing and 
should not be overgrazed below 3 
inches. 

For information on soil test¬ 
ing, seedbed preparation, seeding 
rate and planting date of winter 
forage species for your soil type, 
contact the Pendleton County 
Cooperative Extension Service. 


USDA Farm Service Agency 
increases Guaranteed Loan Limit 


John W. McCauley, State Exec¬ 
utive Director for Kentucky’s Farm 
Service Agency (FSA), announced 
that the loan limit for the Guaran¬ 
teed Loan Program increased to 
$1,333,000 on Oct. 1. The limit is 
adjusted annually based on the 
“Prices Paid to Farmers Index”, 
compiled by the National Agricul¬ 
tural Statistics Service (NASS). 

“Raising the guaranteed loan 
limit will allow FSA to better meet 
the financial needs of producers 
across the Commonwealth,” said 
McCauley. 

FSA guaranteed loans allow 


lenders to provide agricultural cred¬ 
it to farmers who do not meet the 
lender’s normal underwriting crite¬ 
ria. Farmers and ranchers apply for 
a guaranteed loan through a com¬ 
mercial lender, and the lender 
arranges for the guarantee. FSA can 
guarantee up to 95 percent of the 
loss of principal and interest on a 
loan. Guaranteed loans can be used 
for both farm ownership and oper¬ 
ating purposes.

State’s first Influenza cases reported 

Kentuckians urged to get vaccinated against flu 


The Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) reported the 
first two positive influenza cases 
this week, indicating the presence 
of flu in Kentucky. The cases were 
from Henderson and Jefferson 
Counties. 

DPH officials are reporting the 
results to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) as 
part of statewide flu surveillance 
efforts. Kentucky’s flu activity will 
be classified as “sporadic,” the low¬ 
est level indicating flu activity. 

The flu season typically begins 
in October or November. Ken¬ 
tuckians are encouraged to get a flu 
vaccine as soon as their health 
provider has it in stock, because it 
takes about two weeks for immu¬ 
nity to develop and offer protec¬ 
tion against flu. However, vaccina¬ 
tion can be given any time during 
the flu season. 

Local health departments and 
private health care providers are 
expected to have adequate supplies 
of flu vaccine on hand for this 
year’s season, and many providers 
already have some supplies of vac¬ 
cine. Additional vaccine shipments 
should be arriving over the next 
few weeks. Kentuckians should 
contact their health care provider 
or local health department for 
more information about influenza 
vaccination. 

"Getting the flu can be debili¬ 
tating and sometimes life-threaten¬ 
ing, and vaccination is the best tool 
we have to prevent illness,” said 
Stephanie Mayfield, M.D., com¬ 
missioner of DPH. “Kentuckians 
can also reduce the risk for influ¬ 
enza by following a few simple 
steps. You should follow the advice 
your mother gave you to prevent 
flu and other illnesses that tend to 
circulate at this time of year - wash 
your hands frequently, cover your 
mouth when you cough or sneeze, 
and stay home when you’re sick.” 

The best way to protect against 
the flu is to receive a flu vaccina¬ 
tion. The Kentucky Department 
for Public Health and the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion’s (CDC) Advisory Committee 
on Immunization Practices recom¬ 
mend flu vaccine for all individuals 
more than 6 months of age. People 
who should especially receive the 
flu vaccine because they may be at 
higher risk for complications or 
negative consequences include: 

• Children age 6 months to 19 
years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• People 50 years old or older; 

• People of any age with chron¬ 
ic health problems; 

• People who live in nursing 
homes and other long-term care 
facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

• Caregivers of or people who 
live with a person at high risk for 
complications from the flu; and 

• Out-of-home caregivers of or 
people who live with children less 
than 6 months old. 

Kentuckians should have a new 


flu vaccination each season for 
optimal protection. Children 
younger than 9-years-old who did 
not receive a flu vaccination during 
the last flu season should receive a 
second dose four or more weeks 
after their first vaccination. A vari¬ 
ety of vaccine options are available, 
so many consumers have a choice 
about how they get vaccinated. All 
of the vaccine formulations pro¬ 
vide coverage for flu strains that are 
anticipated to circulating during 
this season. Almost everyone six- 
months or older can receive the 
traditional, injectable shot. 
Healthy, non-pregnant people age 
2-49 years also have the option of 
being vaccinated with the nasal 
vaccine spray. Intradermal vaccina¬ 
tion, in which a smaller needle is 
used to inject vaccine under the 
skin rather than into the muscle, is 
approved for people 18 through 64 
years of age. And high dose flu vac¬ 
cine is again available as an option 
for persons aged 65 years and older. 
A higher dose of antigen in that 
vaccine is supposed to provide a 
stronger immune response and 
may provide better protection 
against the flu. 

Infection with the flu virus can 
cause fever, headache, cough, sore 
throat, runny nose, sneezing and 
body aches. Flu is a very conta¬ 
gious disease caused by the flu 
virus, which spreads from person 
to person. An average of 23,000 
deaths due to seasonal flu and its 
complications occur each year in 
the U.S., according to the CDC. 
However, actual numbers of deaths 
vary from year to year. For more 
information on influenza or the 
availability of flu vaccine, please 
contact your local health depart¬ 
ment or visit http://healthalerts. 
ky.gov. 

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages all adults 
65 or older and others in high risk 
groups for invasive pneumococcal 
disease (e.g., persons with chronic 
pulmonary disease, asthma, chron¬ 
ic heart disease, diabetes, chronic 
renal disease, chronic liver disease, 
and smokers aged 19 through 64 
years) to ask their health care pro¬ 
vider about the pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine. This vaccine can help prevent 
a type of pneumonia, one of the 
flu’s most serious and potentially 
deadly complications. 

“The pneumococcal vaccine is 
extremely safe, effective, can be 
taken at any time of year and is 
currently available in an adequate 
supply,” Mayfield said. 

Caused by bacteria, pneumo¬ 
coccal disease can result in serious 
pneumonia, meningitis or blood 
infections. According to the CDC, 
pneumococcal disease kills more 
people in the U.S. each year than 
all other vaccine-preventable dis¬ 
eases combined. Between 20,000 
and 40,000 deaths are attributed to 
flu and pneumonia nationally each 
year, with more than 90 percent of 
those deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older.
